A Sacramento dispatch of the 23d, bas 


the following regarding the irrigation 
session of the Legislature: 


The main points comprised in the 


Governor's message to be sent to the 
Legislature, are us follows: lie btates 
the object of the extra session to be for 
the purpose of legislating, first, on the 
irrigation nnd water rights, and, scoond, 
on the reorganization of the Supreme 
Court. The message, after stating that 
the emergency is great and pressing and 
that it requiieu prompt and wise action, 
farther states that reliance upon judicial 
interpretation of the law regarding water 
rights has failed. It then reviews the 
whole question of irrigation, and calls 
upon the Legislature to do its cart in 
settling the grent question ^of water 
ditches by legislating on the views in- 
dicate 1 in tho Governor's proclamation 
which contained the can for the extra 
session. 


lu the Senate memorials were pre- 


sented from a number of counties by 
Senators piu\iiig for tun passage of the 
Fresno Convention Irrigation bills. 


Cioss, introduced Lljo following bills: 


An act to submit to a vote of the people 
of (he Stato (he qnesticm of creating and 
maintaining State Water Works for ir- 
rigntion and other beneficial uses; also, 
to provide funds for the erection and 
maintenance of State Water Works. This 
Act provides that in case the people vote 
to establish water works the Board of 
Examiners shall have printed $20,000,- 
000 of State Water Works bonds, in $1,- 
000 parts, to bear interest at the rate of 
five per cent , payable in twenty years; 
also, to create a State Board of Water 
Commissioners. 
This 
Act provides 


that 
the 
Governor 
shall 
appoint 


one 
Commissioner, the Senate two 


and the Assembly two, the five to 
consulate the Board. The Commis- 
sioners shall serve four years, at $250 
per month, and it is made their diuy to 
acquire dituhas, constmct works, clib- 
tribute water and fix rules for its sale at 
prices that will reimburse the State. 


Both Houses of the Legislature, after 


the appointment of a number of com- 
mittees and the introduction of bills on 
irrigation, adjourned until Monday, to 
allow the committees to discuss and 
make reports. The most important bill, 
and that which differs radically from the 
others, is thsit o{ Cross, providing for a 
constitutional amendment for the con- 
struction of State irrigating ditches; also 
a bill for State water works; also, a bill 
for a State Water Commission. Cioss' 
main bill provides for the election of 
five State Water Commissioners, to pro- 
vide for the purchase and condemnation 
of water rights, and the construction o* 
ditches to supply water for irrigation, to 
fix the price nnd to provide funds to 
maintain the system.

Morrow called the President's 
attention to the fact that the latter had 
telegraphed him that the pardon had 
been issued, and to this Cleveland re- 
plied that it was a mistake.

made out, bub it has not been sent, nor

State, is the following regarding the 
Truokee Meadows: 


West of HumboJdt lake we cross a low 


divide and enter the valley of the 
Truckee river. The railroad 
follows 


this stream for about foity miles. 
The 


Truckee Meadows are the most noted of 
any in the Stnte and ranch improve- 
ments are constantly being made. In 
the vicinity of Reno there was cut and 
fed out ta cattle last year not less thin 
fifteen thousand tons of alfalfa, besides 
a large quantity of native meadow hay. 
Twelve thousand bead of beef steers 
were ripened on hay for the markets, 
some fed bat a few weeks, and others 
three to five mouths. 


As illustrating the importances of the 


•utilization of tbo hay lands of this preat 
region, Reno may be pointed to. It is 
the most thriving town in the State and 
shows nil the signs of a live, growing 
and exceedingly prosperous little city. 
The reason is the development of the 
hay lands round about and the concen- 
tration there of an active and intelligent 
population recognizing the benefits to 
now from usinj? what nature has be- 
stowed upon them with so lavish a 
hand.

State by the simple procoss of develop- 
ing the resources fit command. North 
of the Truckee river is a large range 
country very well covered with grnss, 
but somewhat deficient in •nnter f.upply 
in the contra! part.

to justify n heavy stocking of the rarjuu. 
The Trnekpe liver on the Ronth and 
Pyramid lake on the north affoid an 
abundance of water for those portions, 
and by constructing a ditch from the 
Truckee, near Wadsworth, the central 
part of the district may be amply pro- 
vided for, thus making this a solendid 
cattle country.
